Man who caused £10,000 damage to vehicles avoids a jail sentence 

Stalker tracked former 
girlfriend and damaged 
cars outside her home

A MAN who stalked his ex-girl- 
friend, tracked visitors who came 
to her Harlow home and then 
caused damage totalling £10,000 to 
their cars when they were inside 
has avoided jail. 

Jon-Joe Knowles, 22, from 
Waltham Cross, Hertfordshire, 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court last Friday to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

Knowles, a self-employed 
plumber, met his ex-girlfriend in 
December 2016 and they went out 
on a couple of dates. 

The relationship didn’t go fur¬ 
ther until they met again early 
last year. They dated again until 
the relationship ended around 
February 14. 

Knowles “found it difficult” to 
accept that the relationship had 
come to an end, and observed and 
tracked her from June until 
November. 

During his tracking habits he 
caused damage totalling £10,000 to 
four different cars, three of which 
belonged to friends of his ex-girl- 
friend, and one - which he 
believed was owned by a visitor - 
turned out to belong to an inno¬ 
cent neighbour. 

One car which was damaged, 
was a new Fiesta which was only a 
few days old. The other cars 
included two other Fiestas and a 
Range Rover. 

Knowles observed his former 
partner’s coming and goings, the 
people who were visiting her, and 
their vehicles. 

Mitigating, Mr Gritt, said: “He 
will never ever make contact with 
[his ex-girlfriend] again, but he 
acknowledges quite clearly [the 
restraining order will] giver her 
reassurance to have such an order 


in place. He is in a new rela¬ 
tionship... of a few months. He 
wishes to express publicly apo¬ 
logies to all the victims and in 
particular, [his former girl¬ 
friend].” 

Knowles admitted one count of 
causing reason for serious alarm, 
distress or harassment, three 
counts of damage to property 
under the sum of £5,000, and one 
count of damage to property for 
the sum of over £5,000. 

Judge Turner QC, sentencing 
Knowles, said: “[You’re] respons¬ 
ible for quite a disgraceful cam¬ 
paign case of stalking, to which 
she was subjected between 
spring, middle of last year to 
November. 

“As she said in her victim state¬ 
ment, she was feeling helpless and 
anxious. 

“You had a couple of dates and a 
relationship in the middle of 
December 2016. You dated again 
in the new year (2017), and this 
stopped around February 14. 

Difficult 

“You clearly found it difficult to 
accept that the relationship would 
come to an end, by observing the 
coming and goings of the people 
who were visiting her, and their 
vehicles. 

“In respect of four of those indi¬ 
viduals who were visiting her, one 
was not a visitor at all, it turned 
out to be a neighbour.” 

The judge then told the defend¬ 
ant that the damage to the cars 
caused damage totalling £10,000. 

He sentenced Knowles to a 10- 
month prison sentence, suspen¬ 
ded for two years for one count of 
causing reason for serious alarm, 
distress or harassment. 

He also received two com¬ 
munity requirements for rehab¬ 
ilitation of up to 30 days, as well as 


180 hours of unpaid work for the 
benefit of the community in the 
next 12 months. 

He was sentenced to pay £1,500 
in compensation to his ex-girl- 
friend under the first count, and 
varying sums to the other vic¬ 
tims. 

One compensation claim was 
for £1,500, another was for £1,411, 
and he was ordered to pay £2,327 
to the victims whose cars he had 


caused less than £5,000 worth of 
damage too. 

Regarding the count of damage 
to property over £5,000, Knowles 
was sentenced to pay compens¬ 
ation to the victim to the sum of 
£1,500, which related to the new 
Fiesta. 

Then, the judge ordered a 
restraining order which will be in 
place until a further order is put 
into place. 


The restraining order bans the 
defendant from contacting his ex¬ 
girlfriend, directly or indirectly 
by any means of communication, 
or cause another to contact her on 
his behalf. 

He is also not allowed to visit 
the area Cloverfield, Harlow, or 
the postcode CM18. If he breaches 
this as part of the restraining 
order, Knowles could face a prison 
term of up to five years. 


A RAILWAY line would need to 
be extended to stop commuters 
from coming into Bishop’s 
Stortford if plans for a new 
garden community in Essex are 
approved, councillors have said. 

Uttlesford District Council 
(UDC) and Braintree District 
Council (BDC) are holding a 
public consultation on their joint 
proposal to develop land near 
Great Dunmow, close to the A120. 

The proposals state that up to 
10,000 homes could be built as 
part of the West of Braintree 
Garden Community. 

At a meeting of the Bishop’s 
Stortford Town Council planning 
and development committee last 
Monday, councillors discussed 
the new garden community. 

The main issue for councillors 
was that even more commuters 
would travel into Stortford to use 
the town’s train links if it is 
approved, adding to existing 
parking and traffic problems. 

Councillor John Wyllie said: 

“If there is going to be any 
development along the A120 
road, we should insist that the 
train line is extended and goes to 
Braintree and Dunmow. 

“Bishop’s Stortford has a very 
good rail service that people will 
travel from Braintree and 
Dunmow to use and they will 
park in Bishop’s Stortford. 

“They must extend that train 
line to stop commuters coming 
into Bishop’s Stortford. We must 
insist and push for the train line 
to be extended. It is great on a 
weekend when they come in to 
Bishop’s Stortford and spend 
money but not on a weekday.” 

Councillor Keith Warnell, who 
is not a member of the 
committee but attended the 
meeting, said: “Four and a half 
million people come through 
Bishop’s Stortford station a 
year.” 

He compared the number of 
people using the Bishop’s 
Stortford station to Harlow, 
saying that “only a million” go 
through the station there. 

The consultation on UDC and 
BDC’s joint proposal for the West 
of Braintree Garden Community 
runs until 5pm on January 22.

Teenager is charged after

Poetry expresses 
concern for estate 


A GUERRILLA poet has penned a dire warning of 
what could be lost if a proposed quarry is built on 
the Briggens Estate. 

The site off the A414, between Stanstead Abbotts 
and Roydon, could be mined for 500,000 tons of 
gravel every year over a 22-year period. 

However, a poem entitled “Elegy for Briggens” 
has been mounted on a signpost in the fields 
mourning the future loss of the “wheat fields” and 
the “birds and bees”. 

In November, Hertfordshire County Councillors 
voted to include The Briggens Estate near Roydon 
in its draft “local minerals plan”, which 
determines where minerals can be extracted from 
for building work in the county. 

The site is included in the draft local minerals 
plan as a “preferred site” - meaning permission 
“might reasonably be anticipated” for a quarry. 

The plan is designed to ensure enough building 
materials are available in the county to meet 
housing demands in the future. 

A public consultation on the draft plan is 
currently underway. 

A spokesman said: “Hertfordshire County 
Council is preparing a new Minerals Local Plan. 
As the Minerals Planning Authority for 
Hertfordshire, the county council is required to 
plan for future minerals supply and maintain an 
up to date document.”

In a heatmap of the UK, Bishop’s 
Stortford, Sawbridgeworth, Stansted 
Mountfitchet, Dunmow, Harlow and 
the surrounding villages are all col¬ 
oured red, indicating “very high” 
reports of flu. 

Bug 

The map - which covers all types of 
the bug including the deadly Aussie 
flu strain - is updated every three 
minutes. 

The borough of Broxbourne and the 
Potters Bar area of Hertfordshire are 
in a less bold shade of red, indicating 
fewer reports of flu but still some 
cases. 

The data from the FluSurvey map is 
used by researchers at Public Health 
England, the London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, Mir¬ 
ror Online reports.

■ What is Australian flu? 

There are two main types of flu - A 
and B. 

The winter bug known as H3N2 - 
a subtype of influenza A - has been 
blamed for more than 300 deaths in 
Australia, with about 170,000 cases 
in total. 

There was said to be “standing 
room only” at some A&E 
departments Down Under that 
became inundated with people 
struck down by the illness. 

It was the largest outbreak seen in 
Australia for some time. 

Dr Richard Pebody, acting head 
of respiratory diseases at Public 
Health England, said: “In Australia

Airport staff tell woman 
‘you don’t look disabled’ 


Chronically ill 23-year-old is accused of not deserving assistance

STAFF at London Stansted Air¬ 
port refused to help a chronically 
ill woman onto a Ryanair flight, 
telling her she “didn’t look” dis¬ 
abled, it is claimed. 

Nathalie Allport-Grantham 
says she was boarding a New 
Year’s Eve flight to Nice in France 
when airport workers accused 
her of “wasting time”. 

The 23-year-old suffers from 
Ehlers-Danlos syndrome, which 
causes her constant pain and 


affects her mobility. 

On arriving to Stansted she was 
given a wheelchair, after pre¬ 
booking special assistance. 
However, she then sat down in 
another seat only to see the wheel¬ 
chair taken away. 

Miss Allport-Grantham was 
then refused further help by a 
member of staff as she attempted 
to board the plane. 

The Londoner told BBC News- 
beat: “She basically looked at me 
and said ‘I’m here to help disabled 
people, I’m not here to help you’. 

“The way she spoke to me and 


what she said was just awful. 

“Because you pre-book, she has 
a list of people she’s waiting for, so 
people can’t just turn up and say ‘I 
need help’. 

Waiting 

“But she didn’t ask my name. If 
she’d just looked at her list she 
would’ve seen I was the person 
she was waiting for.” 

The passenger was eventually 
helped onto her flight, but 
described the experience and the 
alleged actions of airport staff as 
“upsetting”. 


Miss Allport-Grantham also 
has postural orthostatic tachycar¬ 
dia syndrome, a condition which 
increases her heart rate and lim¬ 
its how far she can walk. 

She says people often question 
her disabled status because her 
chronic illness is not always obvi¬ 
ous and she has even been called a 
“liar”. 

“I’ve been told before: ‘you look 
too pretty to be disabled’,” she 
said. “People have an idea that a 
disabled person has to look a cer¬ 
tain way.” 

Stansted Airport said an invest¬ 


igation has been launched into 
the claims. 

“We are speaking to the pro¬ 
vider to find out more about the 
circumstances of the incident,” a 
spokesman said. 

A spokeswoman for Ryanair 
said: “Wheelchair services at Lon¬ 
don Stansted are operated by ser¬ 
vice provider Omniserv and 
London Stansted is responsible 
for this service. 

“We understand London 
Stansted has investigated this 
complaint and is in contact with 
the customer in question.”

Dealer who offered 
‘special promotion’ 
on drugs is jailed 


and crack

A HARLOW drug dealer, who 
offered a special promotion on 
selling crack and heroin, has been 
jailed for three years. 

It is the latest success for Essex 
Police’s Operation Raptor team - 
who aim to crack down on the 
illegal issues surrounding gangs, 
including the supply and sale of 
drugs. 

Stopped 

Officers from the West Oper¬ 
ation Raptor team stopped 35- 
year-old Martin Gardener in Par¬ 
sonage Leys, Harlow, on Novem¬ 
ber 15 last year. 

Essex Police suspected that 
Gardener was involved in the sup¬ 
ply of Class A drugs. 

He was searched by police and 
found in the possession of two 
mobile phones, over £100 in cash 
and various drug dealing 
paraphernalia. 


COMMENT 


SGT James Paget, of the West 
Operation Raptor team, said: 
“The analysis of the phones 
found on Gardener shows the 
absolute cynical depth drug 
dealers will plumb to. 

“They prey on addicts 
exploiting the vulnerability their 
habit gives them, to continue to 
ply them with drugs. 

“In this case, Gardener was 
proactively messaging 

Gardener, of no fixed abode, 
was arrested and analysis of 
the contents of the phones 
revealed that throughout Novem¬ 
ber, a class A drug user had 
been texted every day offering a 
“special promotion” on the pur¬ 
chase of multiple wraps of heroin 
and crack cocaine. 

He was later charged with two 
counts of being concerned in the 
supply of Class A drugs. 


addicts every day for an 
entire month to encourage 
them to take advantage of 
an offer to buy even more 
class A drugs at a cheaper 
price. 

“We will not tolerate this 
sort of behaviour and will 
continue to hunt down these 
ruthless dealers, arrest them 
and put them before the 
courts.” 

He admitted both charges when 
he appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court and was jailed for a total of 
three years. 

During sentencing, the court 
also ordered the forfeiture of the 
cash and destruction of the 
mobile phones. 

Gardener was sentenced to 
three years behind bars at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday, December 19.

a winter wonderland?

THE festive season is over and 
you’re probably planning to find 
a way of burning off those 
extra calories you accumulated 
over Christmas and the New 
Year. 

Well if your New Year’s res¬ 
olution was to start getting 
back into shape after all those 
mince pies, choccies and Christ¬ 
mas pud, why not consider a 
weekend walk? 

Essex is blessed with some glor¬ 
ious countryside, so we’ve put 
together a selection of suggested 
walks in the county. 

All the routes we’ve picked out 
here are loops, meaning you can 
easily park up and walk around 
back to your car without any 
worry. 

Some are more difficult than 
others and a couple of them are 
much longer, but every single one 
is full of views and countryside 
worth the effort put into the 
walk. 

■ Downham, Hanningfield 
Reservoir and Ramsden Heath 

7.5 miles 

This route, starting in the small 
village of Downham, takes in a 
couple of very small hills and the 
view out over Hanningfield Reser¬ 
voir, before coming back via 
Ramsden Heath and a couple of 
well-placed pubs. 

As you head around there are 
also stunning views of the south 
Essex countryside with views 
across valleys and down green 
country lanes. 


Roxwell Church 

■ Hatfield Broad Oak and 
Hatfield Forest 

11 miles 

It may be a bit longer but this 
route takes in some of the most 
beautiful scenery in Essex and a 
couple of very nice villages with a 
number of places to stop for 
refreshments along the way. 

It also joins up with the Flitch 
Way for a while as it runs along 
the northern boundary of the 
ancient forest. 

■ Roxwell 
4 miles 

The shortest route in this list 


takes in its fair share of coun¬ 
tryside on the way out to Skreens 
Park and back into the village via 
Roxwell Brook. 

It is also an easy little walk that 
most people should be able to cope 
with, so long as they can get over a 
stile, as there are ten of them to 
navigate on this flat farmland 
walk. 

■ Messing 

4.5 miles 

Taking in two small, picturesque 
woods and starting and finishing 
almost right outside of The Old 
Crown in Messing, the short route 


Hoe Mill Lock at Woodham Walter 

just outside Tiptree is a nice, easy 
walk. 

The walk is almost entirely out 
in the countryside, aside from the 
short time spent in Messing, and 
is one of the walks on this list that 
gives the most spectacular views 
in return for the least amount of 
difficulty. 

■ Bradwell 
12 miles 

If a coastal walk is more your 
thing then this 12-mile walk start¬ 
ing and finishing outside the Fox 
and Hounds in Tillingham is 
pretty much perfect. 


It goes out to the marshes 
and past Othona Roman Fort 
and the St Peter-on-the-Wall 
Chapel on the headland before 
heading back through Bradwell 
on Sea. 

Yes it’s quite long but as it is out 
on The Dengie you won’t be going 
up and down many hills, so that 
makes it a bit easier. 

■ Admiral McHardy Way, 

Little Baddow 

9 miles 

This walk right outside Chelms¬ 
ford follows the Chelmer for a 
while before turning off towards 


Woodham Walter Common and 
Lingwood Common, and passing 
through Blake’s Wood on the 
way. 

You’ll have to walk on a few 
roads but they are mostly just 
quiet little country ones so the 
chances of meeting any cars is 
still fairly remote. 

■ Langford 

4.5 miles 

This quick, flat route around 
Langford and Heybridge takes 
you past the canal and a small 
reservoir, as well as across a fair 
amount of farmland. 

It starts at Beeleigh Falls and 
covers some beautiful local coun¬ 
tryside on the way to the Black- 
water Navigation and the nice 
easy towpath alongside. 

■ Woodham Walter 

5.5 miles 

Starting opposite The Bell in 
Woodham Walter and heading 
across the common, as well as 
along Thrift Wood and through 
The Wilderness, this route packs 
a lot into a short space of time. 

The views that this walk throws 
up at every turn are stunning and 
you can almost guarantee you will 
see some animals on the way 
round as the route passes horse 
paddocks. 

■ Booking 
6 miles 

This middling length route 
spends little time in any villages 
as it heads out across farmland 
and around the small woods to the 
north of Booking. 

It’s a nice easy walk through 
Essex farmland on tracks that are 
wide and well-marked.

WORK begins this week on 
the regeneration of Prentice 
Place in Potter Street. 

Harlow Council has 
appointed Vinci Facilities to 
oversee the £3m project, 
which was due to begin on 
Monday 8 January 2018. 

The works will transform 
the small neighbourhood 
shopping centre with: 

■ New pitched roofs on all 
residential blocks. 

■ New windows throughout. 

■ Complete refurbishment 
of the inside and outside of 
15 homes which will include 
Council housing. 

■ Creating a new car parking 
area. 

■ Transforming the public 
spaces at the front and back 
of the centre. 

■ New ramps and entrance 
doors to all shops. 

■ New storage facilities at 
the rear of shops to tidy up 
the area. 

At the back of the centre 
existing garages will be 


removed along with unused 
bin stores to open up 
walkways through the new 
development. This will give a 
sense of openness and safety 
for residents, retailers and 
customers. Harlow College 
design students have also 
been coming up with ideas 
for new artwork that can 
brighten up the back of the 
centre. 

The scheme has been 
registered with Secure By 
Design which sets standards 
for how developments can 


be secure and design out 
crime. It is hoped that the 
scheme will achieve a gold 
award and to help with this 
all new lighting will be LED 
to allow for CCTV to easily 
pick up clear pictures. 

Councillor Tony Durcan, 
Portfolio Holder for 
Regeneration & Enterprise, 
said: “The work will not only 
transform a neighbourhood 
area that has been part of 
Harlow since the mid-50s 
but also make it a safer and 
pleasant place for people to 
live, shop and visit. I know 
for local residents and 
retailers this project has 
taken far too long, but the 
new year heralds a new start 
for Prentice Place. The 
neighbourhood centre will 
be part of Harlow’s future for 
years to come. 

“During the work there will 
be some disruption to 
retailers and shoppers and 
we promise to work with 
them and do what we can to 
keep this disruption to a 
minimum.”

A SCHOOL wall has been 
covered in graffiti and the 
community could not be 
happier. 

A large outside wall at 
Roydon Primary Academy, 
near Harlow, has been 
brought to life with a piece 
of art inspired by pupils.

Caring hospice strives to rspca 
expand supports services Sun

a number of years 



ST CLARE Hospice is a local 
charity, based in 
Hastingwood, which, since 
1990, has been supporting 
people from across West 
Essex with a life-limiting or 
terminal illness. 

Since the hospice charity 
opened more than 25 years 
ago, it has cared for an 
estimated 10,000 people, and 
their families and carers, 
supporting them on one of 
life’s most difficult journeys 
and empowering people to 
make each moment count. 
Last year alone, St Clare 
cared for more than 575 
people from Harlow, and 
their families and carers. 

Brian, who has received 
care from St Clare for a 
number of years, said: “I was 
fearful of St Clare at first. All 
you ever heard about a 
hospice was that it was 
where you went to die. But 
now I have discovered what 
hospice care is really all 
about. The place and its 
surroundings have such a 
unique, tranquil atmosphere 
- there is nothing better. Yet, 
it is the warmth of the 
people here that make it St 
Clare - not the walls and the 
building. The hospice has 
continued to help me, and 
my wife, throughout our 
entire journey. Attending 
Day Therapy has also given 
me more than just the ability 
to manage my illness - I’ve 
made so many special 
memories too. ’’ 

St Clare Chief Executive, 
Sarah Thompson, explains: 


“Hospice care is about life 
and living, not just death and 
dying. If this surprises you, 
then you are not alone. 

“So many people fear that 
a hospice is simply a place to 
go to die. This is one of the 
many myths that surround 
the word ‘hospice’. But a 
hospice is not just a 
building, but a very special 
way of caring.” 

“Hospice care helps people 
to live as actively as possible 
from the point at which their 
illness is diagnosed as 
incurable, to the end of their 


lives, however long that may 
be. And we carry on caring 
for families, carers and 
friends, beyond the death of 
the person they love. Our 
many different services, and 
our approach to care, gives 
patients, their families and 
carers, the confidence to 
cope so that, together, they 
can enjoy the best possible 
quality of life, whether in 
their own home or at the 
Hospice centre.” 

St Clare Hospice’s services 
include day therapy, which 
offers a range of creative and 


therapeutic activities 
delivered by a team 
including physiotherapists 
and occupational therapists. 
The patient and family 
support team offers 
counselling and guidance 
provided by social workers 
and counsellors. Their 
community team includes 
both a hospice at home team 
and community palliative 
care team, who provide 
hands-on personal care in 
people’s own homes as well 
as specialist clinical care and 
advice to help with pain 


control and symptom 
management. St Clare also 
has an eight-bedded 
inpatient unit where high 
quality specialist care is 
provided in warm, homely 
surroundings by a team of 
doctors, nurses and nursing 
assistants. Some patients 
choose to spend the last days 
of their lives at St Clare, 
whereas other patients may 
come to the hospice for an 
assessment, stay for a few 
days to get their symptoms 
under control, before they go 
home again.

Y our mission, should 
you choose to accept 
is this: Go and see 
Dreadzone live and 
stop yourself from 

dancing. 

But be warned, this really is 
Mission Impossible. One of the 
most infectiously bouncy and 
upbeat bands you could ever 
wish to see, Dreadzone are 
guaranteed to get you doing 
your stuff. 

And, says founder, drummer, 
songwriter and producer Greg 
Dread, it’s because they’re 
inspired by “the joy of life”. 

Greg and the boys have been 
doing their stuff for 24 years 
now - although he and bassist 
Leo Williams were together 
before that in Big Audio 
Dynamite along with Mick 
Jones of The Clash - and still 
sound as fresh as ever. 

The post-rave dance reggae 
dubsters hit the top 40 of the 
album charts for the first time 


since the 1990s with Dread 
Times last year and, says Greg, 
the involvement of his son, 
Marlon Roberts, has been a 
key ingredient in the elixir of 
their longevity. 

“Being in love and having a 
child was a big inspiration to 
me when we first started,” said 
Greg, “and now my son is 
contributing keyboards and 
getting involved with the band. 

“So to have him making 
music with us and refeeding 
that energy into the band is 
brilliant. 

“He’s brought a new 
element to our sound, he’s 
added a few trips and 
techniques that he uses.” 

The new album takes 
Dreadzone back to a more old 
school dub sound and already 
fans have had the opportunity 
to hear some of the tracks live.

THREE BILLBOARDS 
OUTSIDE EBBING, 
MISSOURI (15) ★★★★★ 


H ell hath no fury like a 
grief-stricken mother 
scorned in London- 
born writer-director 
Martin McDonagh’s 
blackly comic thriller, which 
pits one vigilante parent 
against her local police force in 
a fictional midwestern town. 

Impeccably scripted and 
blessed with a blistering lead 
performance from Frances 
McDormand, Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri is a 
near perfect film in the right 
place at the right time. 

McDonagh’s explosive 
morality tale is fuelled by the 
righteous anger of a spirited 
woman, who believes her 
concerns are being ignored by 
men in power and will not rest 
until all lines of inquiry have 
been exhausted in the pursuit 
of justice. 

Her rebel yell sparks 
sickening violence that may 
divide audiences, including 
one scene in a dentist’s surgery 
that leaves jaws truly dropped, 
but brutality always serves the 
lean, muscular narrative. 

Salty, quick-fire dialogue is 


peppered with polished one- 
liners that the ensemble cast 
savours, like when Woody 
Harrelson’s beleaguered police 
chief confides that he is 
terminally ill and 
McDormand’s thorn in his side 
confirms that she already knew 
and still put up the billboards. 

“Well, they wouldn’t be as 
effective after you croak, right?” 
she tells him with steely 
resolve. 

It has been seven months 
since Angela Hayes was 
abducted, raped and murdered 
on her way home. 

The dead girl’s stoic mother, 
Mildred (McDormand), is 
infuriated by the lack of 


progress under police chief Bill 
Willoughby (Harrelson). 

Consequently, she rents 
three advertising hoardings 
from Red Welby (Caleb Landry 
Jones) on the outskirts of town 
and emblazons each billboard 
with a message aimed directly 
at the man responsible for 
apprehending the culprits. 

“To me, it seems like the 
local police department is too 
busy going round torturing 
black folks to be bothered 
doing anything about solving 
actual crime,” Mildred tells a 
local TV reporter on air, “so I 
thought these billboards might 
concentrate their minds.” 

Officer Jason Dixon (Sam 


Rockwell), who is under the 
thumb of his bigoted mother 
(Sandy Martin), reacts violently 
to Mildred’s public spat with 
his station. 

Mildred’s teenage son Robbie 
(Lucas Hedges) also suffers 
abuse at school as a result of 
his mother’s inflammatory 
actions. 

However, Mildred refuses to 
back down. 

“Looks like we got a war on 
our hands,” Willoughby calmly 
informs his concerned wife 
Anne (Abbie Cornish). 

Three Billboards Outside 
Ebbing, Missouri creates a 
vibrant portrait of small town 
life torn asunder by personal 
vendettas and retribution. 

McDormand is magnificent, 
skilfully letting her character’s 
frustrations come to a boil, 
with harrowing consequences. 

The emotional journey of 
Rockwell’s racist cop isn’t 
wholly believable but his 
fearless portrayal papers over 
the tiny cracks and there is 
glorious support from 
Harrelson. 

McDonagh directs with an 
assured hand, deftly juggling 
the ticking time bombs of 
ghoulish comedy and 
heartrending tragedy.

Oldman shines in 


Churchill biopic 



DARKEST HOUR (PG) ★★★★★ 

PHOTOGRAPHS of Winston Churchill sticking 
up two fingers to the advancing Nazi threat 
during the Second World War became defining 
images of British defiance, solidarity and 
resolve. 

While the rest of Europe capitulated to the 
Deutsches Reich, the cigar-puffing statesman 
stood firm, inspiring citizens in one tub- 
thumping speech to “defend to the death their 
native soil, aiding each other like good com¬ 
rades to the utmost of their strength”. 

The 27 tumultuous days, which led to 
Churchill’s impassioned cry for the British to 
fight on the beaches and in the streets, is 
elegantly dramatised in Joe Wright’s hand¬ 
somely crafted character study, Darkest Hour. 
Based on a script by Anthony McCarten, who 
was Oscar nominated for The Theory Of 
Everything, this timely account of political 
hubris during blood-soaked conflict is distin¬ 
guished by a tour-de-force performance from 
Gary Oldman. 

Concealed behind layers of flawless make-up 
and latex, the London-born actor surely has 
one hand on an Academy Award for his mes¬ 
merising embodiment of the rotund statesman, 
who bore the weight of responsibility for evac¬ 
uating more than 300,000 Allied soldiers from 
the beaches of Dunkirk. 

Oldman delivers Churchill’s public addresses 
with lip-smacking relish but it’s in the film’s 
quieter moments, when the politician stares 
into the hollowed eyes of self-doubt, that his 
performance delivers knockout blows. 

The film opens on May 9 1940 during a par¬ 
ticularly boisterous exchange in the House of 
Commons. Clement Attlee (David Schofield), 
leader of the opposition Labour Party, 
demands Neville Chamberlain (Ronald Pickup) 
stand down as Prime Minister for “leaving our 
nation ruinously unprepared to face the 
present Nazi peril”. 

King George VI (Ben Mendelsohn) sub¬ 
sequently invites Winston to form a govern¬ 
ment at a critical juncture in the fight against 
Hitler. 

Darkest Hour is punctuated by Wright’s trade¬ 
mark directorial brio, including one indelible 
scene of a German aerial bombing run that 
melts into the face of a fallen soldier. 

Kristin Scott Thomas and Mendelsohn offer 
sterling support, the latter tugging heartstrings 
in a softly played final scene in which Bertie 
counsels Churchill: “Go to the people. Let them 
instruct you.” 

A timely lesson for the political guard of every 
hue as we face a very different showdown with 
European neighbours. 
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GABRIELLE FAGAN SPEAKS TO GARETH GATES ABOUT LIFE AFTER POP IDOL, 
STAMMERING AND THE DEVASTATION OF NEARLY LOSING HIS VOICE 


B radford-born singer, 
Gareth Gates found fame as 
a spiky-haired 16-year-old 
who, despite a stammer, 
bravely competed in TV 
talent show Pop Idol. 

Against the odds he finished as 
runner up to Will Young, and went 
on to became a fully-fledged pop 
star with five No 1 singles and a 
string of sell out tours. 

He's forged a successful second 
career in musical theatre appearing 
in Joseph And The Amazing 
Technicolour Dreamcoat, Legally 
Blonde and Les Miserables. But 
three years ago, was left devastated 
when his voice started to fail. 

Gareth, 33 lives with Coronation 
Street actress Faye Brookes, and has 
an eight-year-old daughter Missy 
from a previous relationship. 

What's been your 
biggest turning point? 

STARTING to lose my voice was a 
huge wake-up call which made me 
totally change my lifestyle. I'd just 
turned 30 when I started having 
problems and finally it completely 
went when I was performing at a gig 
in front of around 3,000 people. As I 
walked away from the stage I was 
terrified I'd lost my voice forever. 

Although my speech is affected by 
my stammer, when I sing I'm free 
from it, so singing is my release and 
how I express myself and having it 
let me down was devastating. 

After treatment [an injection to a 
vocal chord under general 
anaesthetic] I took six weeks off to 
recover. 

For nearly two years after that, 
every time I opened my mouth to 
sing, I was worried. I'd signed big 
musical theatre contracts so I had to 
keep performing, but in between I'd 
spend all day not speaking to rest 
my voice. 

For a while I didn't really have a 
life. It was hell and the worst time of 
my life. The whole experience really 
shook me up and I was quite 
depressed for a while afterwards, 
but I'm so thankful that my voice is 
now fully recovered and stronger 
than ever. It's made me more 
driven. 

How do you look after 
your health? 

THE injury was caused by a 
mixture of things - overwork and 
too much partying. I was burning 
the candle at both ends. Since then 
I've totally overhauled my health 
and lifestyle because I thought, if 
I'm going to be able to go on 
singing, I need to change things. 

Nowadays, I go to the gym every 
day. My body's totally changed and 
I have way more energy. Instead of 
carbs I eat healthy protein-heavy 
foods like chicken, steak, eggs and 
vegetables. 

I suffer debilitating migraines - 
coffee is a trigger - so I only drink 
herbal teas. That inspired me to 
create my own teas using coconut. 

Last year I had a hair transplant 
because my hair had started to thin 
and I was self-conscious about it. 

It's been another boost for my 
confidence. Maybe I'll go back to

my trademark spiky hair in time. 

How is your stammer now? 

MY speech is still a constant battle. 
If I'm stressed or low it's bad and 
speaking to strangers is my 
hardest challenge. Thankfully, as 
soon as I'm on stage and in 
character, I walk and breathe in

a different way and I don't have to 
worry about my speech. It's very 
liberating. 

I've done a lot of work using a 
specialist method of breathing 
exercises, which has really helped. 

In a way, my stammer has made 
me the person I am, because 
having to face difficult times has 
made me stronger. 

On Pop Idol, the stammer helped 
me get noticed and made me stand 
out from the crowd - it was the first 
time it had a positive influence on 
my life. 

My struggle's made me 
determined to help children who 
stammer. You can feel very lonely 
and isolated when you're young 
^^n^iav^hi^roblen^^^^^ 


well know. That's why I've set up the 
Gareth Gates Stammer School. I'll be 
there with speech and language 
therapists and hope to show kids you 
can cope with a stammer, improve 
your speech and succeed in life. 

How important is 
Faye in your life? 

VERY important. We've been 
together for five years. We live 
i together and are very happy. We met 
| when we both appeared in Legally 
Blonde and, to be honest, I was a bit 
intimidated by her at first. Then we 
became friends and it went from 
there. 

We have so much in common - 
she's a fitness fanatic so we both live 
a very clean lifestyle. I'm so proud of 
her, she's smashing it on Corrie and 
she's as busy as me, so when we get 
time together it's very special. It's too 
soon for marriage, but our future is 
together. 

What does fatherhood 
mean to you? 

IT alters your whole perspective on 
life. Every decision I make is based on 
the wellbeing of Missy. I think it's 
why I'm so driven, because, 
ultimately, I'm not just making a 
future for myself; I'm making one for 
her. 

She's absolutely incredible and 
doesn't have a trace of a stammer, 
which is a great relief. 

This year I'm taking a break from 
touring so I can spend more time 
being a dad.

Why being vegan doesn't 
mean boring mealtimes 



Dutch food blogger Rita Serano 
has a few bones to pick with 
people who dismiss veganism

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VETERAN of vegan 
cooking who has 
never had a taste for 
meat, Rita Serano 
can rattle off a long 
list of misconceptions she's 
heard about vegan food: “That 
it's boring, that it doesn't taste 
good, that I only eat salads 
and that it's hard to do” - to 
name just a few. 

It's exactly ideas like these 
that Rita is on a mission to 
change. 

Her new book, Vegan in 7, 
features recipes that require 
seven ingredients or fewer, 
and the pages are far less 
green than you might imagine; 
multi-coloured stir-fries, stews 
and cakes show there's a lot 
more to her diet than salad. 

The Dutch food blogger and 
recipe developer splits her 
time between Amsterdam and 
the French countryside, where 
she's cultivated her vegan 
pedigree for decades. 

“I know vegan food is 
fashionable at the moment, 
but for me, it's really a 
lifestyle," she explains. 

"Eating this way, for me, is 
the only way to feel alive and 
healthy." 

She is buzzing with passion 
about the impact veganism 
has had on her. 

"I'm nearly 44 and I have so 
much energy - I'm not sick 
and I don't use medicine at 
all." 


Her enthusiasm 
for the diet - which 
contains no animal 
products of any kind 
- knows no bounds; 
she excitedly 
describes her recipe 
for salmon lax, with 
a twist: "It's not salmon, it's 
carrot.” 

"If you close your eyes and 
if it's cut the right way, really 
thinly on a little cracker with 
fresh dill - it really has the 
same mouth feel, and the 
same taste," she explains. 

Rita worked as a make-up 
artist in the Netherlands 
before swapping foundation 
for food and setting up her 
blog. 

Now, she has more than 
40,000 Instagram followers 
relying on her vegan tips. 

She hopes keeping her 
recipes to seven ingredients 
make them as accessible as 
possible. 

"If you go out to a store to 
buy a book or look at a recipe, 
sometimes it can be really 
intimidating," she admits. 

"You think, 'Oh wow, I need 
this and I need that'. 

"But there's so much variety, 
not only with seasons but 
from food all around the 
world." 

Whether it's red cabbage 
'steaks' or nut-filled breakfast 
tacos, coming up with 
surprising vegan mixes is 




something Rita says will 
never tire of. 

"I'm at my best when I'm 
cooking," she says with a 
smile. 

"Food is like a little bit of 
edible love.”

English Drinks Company in 2016 
and in less than three months 
won an International Wine 
and Spirit Competition 
silver medal and two stars 
in the 2017 Great Taste 
Awards. The aroma of 
freshly cut cucumber 
oozes from the glass 
and to taste it is initially 
light and fresh and then 
has a bit of a kick. 

■ Four Pillars Bloody Shiraz 
Gin (£41.45, thewhisky 
exchange.com, masterofmalt. 
com 37.8% abv): The Four 
Pillars Distillery is based in the 
Yarra Valley in Australia and 
every year the distillers steep 
shiraz grapes from nearby 
vineyards in its Four Pillars Rare 
Dry Gin. The whole, destemmed 
grapes, are steeped for eight 


weeks and then the fruit Bi 
is pressed before blending ^ 
with more Rare Dry Gin. 

The gin is pale cerise 
in colour; there's spicy 
juniper, vanilla, a fling 
with earth and herbs 
and a sweet cherry, 
spicy kick. Very tasty.

ALSO IN MY GLASS... It's nice 
to know you can do something for 
someone else just by sipping a 
glass of wine. South African wine 
producer Nederburg has teamed 
up with a charity to establish a 
bicycle assembly facility in the 
Western Cape.

3. Place the dried 
mushrooms in a heat- 
resistant bowl and pour over 
250ml boiling water, leaving 
to rehydrate for 15-20 
minutes.

4 . Wash the lentils in a fine 
mesh sieve then place them 
in a pan with one litre of 
water.

B eing one of the world's 
most famous TV chat 
show hosts, actresses 
and Hollywood movers and 
shakers might help attract 
buyers when selling a home, 
many people would assume. 
But not so for 59-year-old 
Ellen DeGeneres who is trying 
to offload a former home but 
is struggling to attract offers 
since putting it on the market 
in April last year. 

Five years ago Ellen and her 
wife Portia de Rossi bought 
the house, which is in the hills 
above Santa Barbara in 
California, and later featured 
heavily in Ellen's book, Home. 

Known as The Villa it was 
designed and built by archi¬ 
tect Wallace Frost during the 
1930s after he returned from 
Italy. After Ellen and Portia 
purchased the 10,500 sg ft 
property for $26.5m in May 
2013, they expanded and 


modernised it. The Villa now 
has six bedrooms, eight 
bathrooms, nine fireplaces, 
several libraries, a marble- 
topped chef's kitchen and 
several formal entertainment 
rooms. They also added a 
pool, tennis court and 
security system and bought 
two adjacent properties. 

Their original asking price 
of $45m has now been 
dropped to £39.5m. But 
they're not waiting for a sale 
before moving home. The 
couple have recently bought 
two other properties in 
California including an 
$18.6m oceanfront home near 
Santa Barbara and a historic 
ranch for $7.2m in the 
'weekend getaway' town of 
Montecito. This property is 
also next door to Oprah 
Winfrey.

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T his Georgian mansion has 

had so many famous owners 
it's in danger of becoming a 
celebrity in its own right. 

Set in immaculate 
grounds and featuring a tree- 
lined driveway, swimming

songwriter Matt Aitken of Stock, Aitken and 
Waterman fame and TV chat show host 
Robert Kilroy-Silk. 

But its most famous residents have been 
Ozzy and Sharon Osbourne, who lived in it 
during Ozzy's well-documented battle with 
alcohol during the late 1980s. 

During their time there, in 1989, Ozzy was 
arrested at the property by police for 
threatening to kill his wife and subsequently 
spent time at a nearby rehab clinic. 

The Osbournes eventually resolved their 
marital problems, sold Beel House and moved 
to Los Angeles and gained worldwide fame 
with their TV reality show The Osbournes. 

In her 2006 autobiography Extreme, Sharon 
said of the house: "I decided I wanted to go 
back to England. By this time we had already 
sold Beel House. I had enough bad memories 
not to be sorry to see it go." 

Beel House is back on the market. 

The current owner is asking £3.95 million for 
the property, which is near Amersham in 
Buckinghamshire.

F ormer MP Edwina 
Currie is remem¬ 
bered both for 
having an affair with 
John Major during the 
1980s and sparking a 
salmonella scare while 
a junior health minister. 

She was MP for South 
Derbyshire for 14 years 
until 1997 but in 1986 
got a job within the 
Major government. But 
her time in the limelight 
came to an end in 
December 1988 when 
she said that ''most of 
the egg production in 


this country, sadly, is 
now affected with 
salmonella". Her 
comments weren't 
technically true - the 
flock, not production, 
was infected. Then in 
2002 Edwina published 
an autobiography in 
which she revealed an 
affair with now former 
PM John Major. 

During this time, 
Currie's home was a 
Grade II listed con¬ 
verted windmill 
between Derby and 
Burton-upon-Trent. The 


Tower House is now for 
sale and dates from 
1715. It has recently 
been renovated and

WHAT THE 
DICKENS! 

Keen readers of Charles Dickens will 
recognise this historic street. 

Minor Canon Row features in the 
final and unfinished novel he was 
writing in 1870 called The Mystery of 
Edwin Drood just before his death in 
June that year. Within it the street is 
referred to as 'Corner' rather than 
'Row'. The novel is set in the fictitious 
town of Cloisterham - a lightly-dis¬ 
guised Rochester. It was a city Dickens 
knew well after living there for 10 
years prior to his death, and which 
featured in two of his other novels; 



The Pickwick Papers and Great 
Expectations. 

In The Mystery of Edwin Drood, 
Dickens says "Minor Canon Corner 
was a quiet place in the shadow of the 
Cathedral, which the cawing of the 
rooks, the echoing footsteps of rare 
passers, the sound of the Cathedral 
bell, or the roll of the Cathedral organ, 
seemed to render more quiet than 
absolute silence" 

Minor Canon Row was built in 1723 
to house minor clergy working at the 
cathedral next door and, after later 
falling into disrepair, was bought by a 
trust in 2008 and restored in 2011. One 
of the houses is now for sale. 

Grade I listed No.2 Minor Canon 
Row which was also the childhood 
home of Shakespearean actress Sybil 
Thorndike, is on the market for £1.125 
million. It has four bedrooms, two 
reception rooms, two bathrooms, a 
games room and a garage - useful in a 
city with tight parking restrictions.

Pantone's colour for 2018 is Ultra 
Violet. 

Flowers on the violet-to-purple 
spectrum are very beautiful and 
useful in the garden as they seem to 
go with or complement most other 
flower colours. 

Along with lavender, salvias are 
becoming increasingly popular with 
varieties such as 'Mainacht,' 'Amistad' 
and 'Caradonna' all performing well 
with long-lasting flowers. 

There are some beautiful purple 
penstemons, a really deep one being 
'Purple PassionJ and stalwart 
performers such as hardy geraniums 
and nepeta that will bloom 
prolifically. 

However, I'm not sure Ultra Violet 
will work as a paint colour for our 
outdoor schemes - it's quite a light 
purple and in our gentle northern 
light we need stronger shades, such as 
aubergine, when painting walls and 
fences. 

But looking at it in a more symbolic 
way, the colour purple is often 
associated with creativity, originality, 
non-conformity and mystical and 
spiritual qualities. 

As we look to the year ahead in 
gardening, we could adopt any one of 
these attributes as our theme. 

Gardening is the ideal arena for 
self-expression, individuality and 
connecting with nature and the 
universe, and is being

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FIRST DRIVE: McLaren 720S by Mike Torpey 



I T’S one of the most 
exalted creatures on the 
planet - lightning fast, 
super efficient and 
deadly. 

Mere mention of the name 
Great White Shark can send 
a shiver up the spine as 
visions of a 2.5-ton torpedo¬ 
shaped killing machine enter 
the mind’s eye. 

And what better design 
model for the stylists at 
McLaren to use for its latest 
supercar than this menacing 
yet beautifully elegant 
master of the seas. 

McLaren may be best 
known for its Formula 1 
pedigree - 182 Grand Prix 
race wins and a dozen world 
championships - but in 
recent times it has also been 
a privately owned 
manufacturer of cars that 
include models valued well 
in excess of £1 million. 

Now, just seven years after 
the inception of McLaren 
Automotive, the Woking- 
based brand is entering a 
new era as it replaces a 
model line for the first time, 
and with it raises the stakes 
in the supercar arena. 

Its latest arrival, the 
McLaren 720S, is the new 
flagship of the company’s 


Super Series - the supercar 
family at the heart of the 
brand. 

As reflected in its name, 
the newcomer delivers a 
volcanic 720bhp _ capable of 
blasting the supercar to 
62mph in just 2.9 seconds, to 
124mph in 7.8 seconds and 
on to a top speed of 212mph. 

Braking is equally 
impressive, the lightweight 
720S coming to a halt from 
124mph in just 4.6 seconds, 
in the space of 117 metres. 

It all comes courtesy of a 
4.0-litre twin-turbo V8 
engine which has 41 per cent 
new parts compared to the 
3.8-litre unit that continues 
to feature in the McLaren 
Sports Series. 

A design feature in the 
new model is the absence of 
radiator intakes on the side 
of the car, a function now 
carried out by the "double¬ 
skin" aerodynamic form of 
the doors, which channel air 
to the radiators that cool the 
mid-mounted engine. 

Every road car built by 
McLaren since the FI in 
1993 has had a carbon fibre 
chassis, something that 
underpins the construction 
of the new 720S. 

And at the press driving 


exercise came a promise 
from McLaren that, despite 
its thunderous degree of 
power, the car would prove 
it could be comfortably, 
efficiently and pretty 
effortlessly driven just like 
any more mainstream 
vehicle. 

So the countryside of 
middle England rather than 
a high-speed racetrack 
became the testing ground 
for the 720S - and it proved a 
revelation. 

Hopping in and out once 
those space age butterfly 
doors are opened can be 
challenging for anyone with 


a bad back or dodgy hip, but 
once in place both driver 
and passenger will find the 
cockpit to be a cosseting and 
engaging place to reside. 

The performance figures 
speak for themselves, though 
it’s worth emphasising that 
throttle response has been 
calibrated to deliver the best 
blend of instant reaction and 
progressive control, 
hardwiring the driver to the 
powertrain in the process. 

Its character can be altered 
using an Active Dynamics 
Panel located in the centre 
console, with a choice of 
Comfort, Sport or Track 



modes, the latter ensuring 
ferociously quick gear 
changes while Comfort 
provides more relaxed shifts 
for gentler pottering. 

And a new generation of 
McLaren’s Proactive Chassis 
Control, new suspension and 
the power-assisted steering, 
combine to deliver the car's 
grip, balance and 
performance, while the 
hand-crafted cockpit with its 
fine leathers and machined 
aluminium features the new 
McLaren driver interface, 
which comprises a folding 
driver display and 
infotainment screen.

variants, though there are 
plenty of extras on the 
options list - our test model 
had the best part of £48,000 
worth of added goodies 
ranging from twin-spoke 
forged lightweight wheels 
with titanium liquid metal 
finish for £3,080 to a nose- 
lifting function that helps 
with access to car parks. 

On returning home my 
daughter asked me whether I 
would prefer to be given a 
supercar or a racehorse. 

Interesting one that, and 
definitely a gamble in there 
somewhere. What’s certain is 
that the right supercar is 
absolutely certain to 
appreciate in value.

REVOLUTION 



hile many car 
makers prefer 
evolution rather 
than revolution 
when updating 
popular models, Honda's 
approach with its stalwart 
Civic has been quite the 
opposite in recent times. 

When the eighth 
generation model was 
unveiled in 2005 its wedgy 
profile, geometric fines and 
triangular exhaust pipes 
polarised opinions 
somewhat. 

Although some of the 
sharp edges were 
subsequently smoothed out 
for the next iteration, the 
Japanese brand was at it 
again when the tenth 
generation model hit the 
roads earlier this year. 

Totally reworked from the 
ground up, the UK-built 
family hatchback got yet 
another bold, new style, this 
time dialling up the 
muscularity. 

Wider, longer, and lower 
than any of its predecessors 
the latest Civic is the most 
aggressive and dynamic 
looking to date, as well as 
the most aerodynamic, with 
imposing decorative air 


intakes front and rear; 
bulging wheel arches; and 
not one, but two rear 
spoilers. 

Underpinning this sporty 
and distinctive design is a 
lighter, more rigid bodyshell 
and sophisticated new 
suspension which combine 
to make it a more enjoyable 
and engaging car to drive - 
and a more comfortable one 
to ride in. 

Handling is sharp and 
nimble and the levels of grip 
inspire confidence, while the 
quick and direct steering is 
well weighted and 
responsive. 

The low-slung seating 
position will also appeal to 
enthusiastic drivers, with the 
re-worked ‘cockpit’ laid out 
to put all major controls and 
the touchscreen interface 
within easy reach. 

Power currently comes 
from a choice of 1.0 and 1.5- 
litre turbocharged petrol 
engines, the latter available 
exclusively with higher grade 
Sport and Prestige models. If 
you want a diesel you’ll have 
to wait until March next year 
(2018) when a 
comprehensively revised 
120ps 1.6-litre option will 


join the range. 

I drove the 1.0-litre 
version, which is a three- 
cylinder unit kicking out 
129ps and proves a perky all- 
rounder, offering similar 
low-end pull to a diesel, 
decent economy at a claimed 
55.4 miles per gallon and, 
although typically vocal 
under acceleration, is 
otherwise pleasantly refined. 

The 1.5-litre version 
obviously offers better 
outright pace but the smaller 
unit never feels 
underpowered. 


Some compromises have 
been made in practicality to 
accommodate the eye¬ 
catching new looks of the 
Civic. 

The innovative ‘Magic 
Seats’ that featured in the 
rear of the previous car - 
which flipped up cinema- 
style to create a large load 
space - have gone and the 
swooping coupe-style 
roofline means that six- 
footers risk getting a cricked 
neck sitting in the back. 

That said, though, this is 
still a very roomy and 


versatile family hatchback. 
There is plenty of legroom in 
the rear, where the car’s 
extra width also means that 
three adults can sit in much 
more comfort than is 
afforded by many rivals. 

The boot, at 478 litres, is 
also one of the largest in 
class and features a generous 
hidden compartment under 
the floor. 

Load capacity in the SR 
trim car I drove rises to 1,267 
litres with the 60/40 rear 
seats folded down. 

The innovative tonneau 


cover is also a highlight, 
spooling from side to side 
instead of the usual front to 
rear, making it much more 
compact and easy to stow 
when not in use. 

Interior quality befits 
Honda’s efforts of late to 
move upmarket, with plenty 
of soft-touch surfaces and a 
well-made feel to everything 
as well as good personal 
storage space. 

Equipment levels are also 
generous and it is 
particularly noteworthy that 
an enhanced suite of safety 
features - including 
automatic emergency 
braking, adaptive cruise 
control, and lane keep assist 
- is standard across the 
range. 

Other standard kit on mid¬ 
level SR trim includes alloy 
wheels, dual-zone climate 
control, reversing camera, 
satnav, seven-inch 
touchscreen interface and 
digital radio. 

The new muscular looks 
may not be to everyone’s 
taste the but the Civic has 
plenty to offer if you’re 
looking for a well-equipped, 
spacious family hatchback 
that’s good to drive.

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ROAD TEST: Aston Martin DB11 V12 Coupe by Robin Roberts 


DYNAMIC DB11 



A ston Martin is on a 
roll and as part of 
its ‘second century’ 
plan it will be 
producing a new 
generation of SUV cars from 
an all-new factory at St 
Athan in South Wales. 

In the meantime, the great 
British marque has recently 
recommissioned its famed 
Newport Pagnell facility for 
specialist projects and 
continues to make models at 
its new home in Gaydon, 
Warwickshire. 

That’s where the latest 
DB11 is made and it is the 
natural successor to the DB9 
- the new figurehead for a 
series so many know and 
love, like the DB2/4, DB5 
and the DB9 as well as the 
DB10 created for the James 
Bond film franchise. 

The VI2 engine in the 
DB11 is the most powerful 
regular production engine in 
an Aston Martin with 
advanced mechanical, 
software and fuel technology 
to stretch economy without 
detracting from the 


performance and aural 
attributes of the 
powerhouse. 

The figures really speak for 
themselves in acceleration 0 
to 60 of 3.9 seconds, a top 
speed of 200mph and fuel 
consumption of 24mpg. 

What is not seen in the raw 
statistics but felt though the 
driver’s hands, feet and seat 
of pants is the way the DB11 
steers, rides, handles, brakes, 
inspiring and impressing 
with every journey. 

The new electronic brain 
in the V12 includes driver- 
chosen GT, Sport and Sport 
Plus modes to progressively 
sharpen responses from the 
engine and its highly 
sophisticated eight-speed ZF 
transmission which can be 
left to its own devices or 
manually massaged to bring 
out the best. 

The cockpit is dominated 
by a 12-inch liquid crystal 
display for speedometer, 
tachometer and essential 
driver information and a 
centrally placed eight-inch 
infotainment screen for 


navigation, the high quality 
sound system and wifi 
connectivity, together with 
cameras and sensors to aid 
parking. 

Very wide opening doors 
give excellent front seat 
access but it’s more of a 
fiddle to squeeze into the 
two bucket back-seats and 
the legroom behind is very 
short and contrasts with that 
in front. 

Headroom is adequate in 
the front, less so behind, and 
there is poor oddments 
room throughout and a 
relatively small boot of just 
270 litres for a grand tourer 
of such calibre. 

Fortunately, the DB11 is 
quick enough to make longer 
journeys easily accomplished 
and you do so in superb 
comfort thanks to the new 
platform and suspension. 

It is slightly firm but not at 
all hard, it soaks up bumps 
and ridges without 
complaint or loss of 
composure and when you 
are pressing on around some 
twisting tracks it sticks like 


glue thanks to its very big 
wheels and tyres with little 
roll or pitching. 

The handling is inspiring 
and safe, the electric steering 
pin sharp and progressive 
while the massive steel 
brakes result in dramatic 
deceleration. 

It’s a big car but with 
familiarity it actually feels 
smaller and that’s down to 
its dynamic qualities and 
responses, its road-holding 


and agility. A driver is 
unlikely to ever find its limits 
of adhesion. 

The leather filled interior is 
impressive and individual 
areas can be finished from a 
lengthy list of choices, but I 
thought the “marbled” door 
casings in the test car looked 
out of place. 

The ultra smooth exterior 
lines of the DB11 really flow 
from front to back, around 
both ends and over the roof 


in a most satisfying style 
which captures airflow to 
improve stability and cooling 
at the same time. 

Outwardly it engenders 
comments about its styling 
and inside it makes 
occupants comment on its 
luxury, but for the driver it 
simply makes your heart 
beat faster and makes you 
feel more at one with the 
world, and your DB11 or 
course.

Super sub nets last-gasp winner to ease drop fears 


A DRAMATIC stoppage time win¬ 
ner from substitute Charlie 
Edwards secured a much needed 
maximum return as Harlow Town 
beat Tooting and Mitcham United 
2-1 to ease their Bostik League 
Premier Division relegation 
fears.

The Hawks had gone ahead 
with a well-taken Alex Read fin¬ 
ish, before being pinned back by 
the visitors in a thrilling finale, 
with Edwards bagging his first 
goal for the club in the third 
minute of added time to seal a 
vital victory. 

Substitutes Toby Ajala and 
Edwards combined with a neat 
one-two to put the latter through. 


He slid the ball under the 
advancing goalkeeper in the third 
minute of added time much to the 
to the chagrin of the visitors. 

The result was a big relief for 
manager Danny Chapman, who 
admitted this was turning into 
one of the toughest seasons so far 
for the club. 

“We really needed those points 
and it takes us a little bit away 
from the bottom two,” said Chap¬ 
man.
